incoly, and Grant. Oa the curtain at tho rear
of the stuge wore the arms of the republio, and
ol the good old Commonweulth of Pennsylvania,
Whitle the audience was azsembling the favor-
ite pationsl aud other atre were discoursed by a
band of music, and when the large delezation
from the Tenith Ward muade lts endres into the
hall, the music recelved a reinforeement also.
This delegation bore & large trunsparency, on
which was painted the signitdcant motto, “Tonth
Ward=0ld Reliable.”

Senator Nye was again the recipient of entha-
slastic cheers, and after the applause had sub-
gided, he spoke as follows: —

Address of 8+¥nator Nye.

Gracefully apologising for being nnpreparad for
speniing, he said that be felt & peculiar pride in
the Repunlican party. He had voted at its birth in
New York in 1855, He had worked long in Lhe
Democratic party, and he only left it when he
found that it was doomed to a place where thay do
not roks up fires at night. He looked to the Repub.
lican party ae one whose siorlu were (o come, hs
the life, the vilality and the salvation of Lthe
conntry.

1t ix now our provinee to look at this Republi-
onn party. It is made up of the bone and sinew of
all parties. (Applanse.) What has it douel It
not only stayed the progress of slavery (o the terri-
fories, but it bas totally obliterated it. It elected o
President whonss name will live as long as libarty
lives. He llved and died to maintalo for us & re-
publican government. To the Republican party,
of which hs was a member, he was the noble
lender. In ihe great struggle of whioh he was the
lender, the Demooratic gu:y asided nothing. Many
noble Democrats, as Individunls, did so, but as &
party the Democrats did nothing,

No more is there the scund of the bugle or the
cannon, yet the great stroggls s not over. It has
jost begun. It remains to be sesn whether there ls
tnith and power and fidelity enough 1n our people
and government to complete what our soldiers so
nobly commencsed,

The inhubitants of the rebellions districts defled
the government and trampled It under their feet.
They were alien to the government and hostlle to
fla reconstroetion. Theu the duty of Qongress was
to provide mesns to bring back thess States into
harmonious actiou ander the Constitution, The
President of the United States undertook himsaif
the accomplishment of this task. His efforts bave
been abortive—a mnjestic fallure. No one man
should ever undsriake the glgantic task of restor-
ing to barmony rebellions States. (Applause.)
That task shouid devolve upon & Congress, that
tikes up by atsorption the wishes of & mighty
pecple; whose wishes are the law. (Applause )

This effort of the President has brought abon a
differance between him and Congress. Thres mil-
lions of freedmen have sprung up under onr de-
liverance, The speakerexplained the reasons that
sotuated him In working for thelr advancement.
The accusation they could bring against him in
the day ot judgment had he permitted their free-
dom to inerease their bondage, lel him to aid in
providing for that class of bis fellow-oreatures,
(Long-protracted applnuse.) Noman hers present
could have done otherwise; and yst this Presid mt,
gushing over during the late war with love for
thess oppressed people—who was to be their Moses
—has turped against them. That Executive has
come in conflict with the will of & determined
people. (Oheers.) The speaker's friends had chn-

tioned him against coming nto conflict with that
terrible executlye power. The Fresident yertoed
